There was a rumor current in Seoul that 
Soviets were living in President RHEE's residence, 


k. There was a severe food shortage in Seoul. by 20 July. Rice cost 22,000 won per 
mal; potatoes cost 9,000 wn per kwan. Meat was comparatively cheap (800 North 
Korean won per pound) because of the air raids. Food hoarders and blackmarketeers 
are being executed, The North Korean People's government is not distributing 
food to the pepulace. There is an acute shortage of water, which costs 3,000 
won per liter. The road from Seoul to Chongju is crowded with hungerstricken 
people. ;
